6 candidates 
woo voters at 
Village forum

Six candidates for three offices — 
supervisor, State Assembly and 
Congress — 
met last night in the 
Cabrillo High School little theater in 
probably the la st forum before 
Tuesday’s general election. 
Sponsored by Cabrillo High School and 
Buena Vista Elementary School PTAs, 
approximately 150 people were in atten­ 
dance. 
Bob Hedlund, candidate for the fourth 
supervisorial district, spoke first and 
listed four major issues in the race. One 
was government that should be respon­ 
sive to “ the people paying the bills,” not 
to special interest groups. 
Another issue is to cut county govern­ 
ment costs, which is threatening home 
ownership, said Hedlund, a former Lom­ 
poc teacher. 
“ We must put a lid on county spen­ 
ding,” he commented. “ The taxpayer 
cannot afford to maintain high property 
taxes he is paying today.” 
After citing examples of how county 
costs can be reduced (zero-based 
budgeting, increased fee schedules and 
renegotiating state contracts) Hedlund 
d eclared that preservation for 
agriculture is a third important issue. 
“ Prime agricultural land is more 
precious than gold. By foolish planning, 
that land would be lost forever,” said the 
candidate. 
On the issue of water, he indicated that 
Feather River water was only one alter­ 
native to the county’s need and all the 
data is not in yet to determine what 
alternative is best. 
Hedlund stated that enither he nor his 
campaign workers are responsible for 
the printing and circulation of the 
"Probe” publication that insinuates a 
conflict of interest by supervisorial can­ 
didate Robert Lilley, former county 
planning commissioner, in the develop­ 
ment of Vandenberg Village. 
He later added that his campaign 
workers had been instructed not to dis­ 
tribute copies of “ Probe,” a recent sup­ 
plement to the Santa Barbara News and 
Review. 
Lilley. a local Realtor, spoke next and 
also named taxes, water and represen­ 
tative government as the issues of the 
campaign. 
Water, he said, is vital for the county’s 
future and added there was no other 
alternative but the California Water 
Project. 
On high county taxes, 
he said 
something can be done and pointed to 
Monterey County’s 195 per capita com­ 
pared to Santa Barbara County’s $150 per 
capita when both have the same popula­ 
tion and Monterey has 1,100 fewer county 
employes. 
In his retort, Hedlund noted that 
Monterey does not have the budgetary 
process or service departments of this 
county “ so it is difficult to say one 
county has better cost controls than 
another.” 
Concerning the “ Probe” article, Lilley 
said it represented “ a sad day in 
politics.” 
State Assembly incumbent Gary Hart, 
a Democrat, remarked he has had a 99 
per cent attendance record in the As­ 
sembly in his first two-year term. He has 
established “card table office hours” in 
front of the Lompoc Post Office and he 
has set up regular office hours for the 
public to see his field representative in 
S an ta B a rb a ra when he is in 
Sacramento 
He announced that this week he has 
organized a meeting between the state 
parks director and people in Lompoc “ to 
discuss the lack of maintenance and up­ 
keep” at Gaviota park. 


On his effectiveness in office, Hart, a 
former Santa Barbara teacher, said he 
authored what Gov. Brown has described 
as one of the most important pieces of 
legislation this year, a bill that requires 
schools to focus more time on students 
with deficiences in reading, writing and 
math. 
Also, he has authored a bill to allow 
school districts to contract with private 
driving schools. TTiis bill, according to 
studies, will save the state millions of 
dollars a year. 
On his voting record, he reports that 
three public groups have rated him high 
in consumer protection, correcting tax 
inequity and conservation. 
Ray Saucedo, a social studies teacher 
at Santa Barbara Junior High School, 
was mostly critical of his opponent Hart 
for not addressing himself to property 
tax relief, the major concern of county 
residents. 
He said that Hart was behind Proposi­ 
tion 2 and a bill that prohibits examina­ 
tion of a welfare recipients’ tax returns, 
but he has not found time to cut property 
tax. 
“ Mr. Hart is no defender or champion 
of the property owner,” stated candidate 
Saucedo. 
He noted his own support of the Jarvis 
initiative, a property tax ceiling in­ 
itiative that 
failed to get enough 
signatures; and he told of his current ef­ 
fort to get his similar “ Saucedo in­ 
itiative” on a special ballot. 
In defense, Hart said that he 
coauthored a property tax reform bill 
with the Republican minority leader, but 
it died on the assembly floor. He later 
mentioned that he signed the Jarvis in­ 
itiative. 
Saucedo, a life-time resident of Santa 
Barbara, also criticized Hart for sup­ 
porting school busing and public employe 
right to strike. 
R epublican incumbent R obert 
Lagomarsino recalled his accomplish­ 
ments in his first full term in Congress. 
He was involved in the establishment of 
the California Economic Committee, 
which is creating jobs; he served on the 
International Relations Committee, a 
committee so important to California 
agricultural trade, he said. 
The former state senator said he sup­ 
ports a strong national defense. He 
remarked that he helped in getting part 
of the space shuttle program in at 
Vandenberg. 
He hit at the abuses of power such as in 
the Nixon adm inistration and in 
Congress. It is because of such abuses — 
in addition to one party controlling the 
Congress for 20 years — that major is­ 
sues have not been resolved, those of 
energy programs and tax reform. 
He advocates a 12-year term limit in 
Congress to break up power abuses. 
Democrat contender Dan Sisson, 
historian and writer, indicated that dur­ 
ing his teaching at Santa Barbara City 
College he has observed “ a progressive 
disillusionment of American institutions 
and ideas which stems from Watergate.” 
There is an incredible apathy sur­ 
rounding this presidential election, and 
coupled with inflation and high un­ 
employment, something different needs 
to be done, Sisson said. 
“ But if the same administration and 
Congress returns not much different will 
be done,” he noted. 
He said he supports the Humphrey- 
Hawkins full employment bill and a 
"trim ” defense budget in times of 
domestic crisis such as now. 
He also ¿nentioned that senior citizens 
are having it rough living on fixed in­ 
comes and “ they feel their interests 
have been neglected.”

Election campaigning costs money as 
the final pre-election campaign finance 
report revealed this week. 
In the fourth supervisorial race, the re­ 
cent report covering the period of Sept 
21 to Oct 18 showed the campaign of 
Robert C. Lilley raising $20,420 in con­ 
tributions, to his opponent, Robert 
Hedlund’s $10,204. 
Since the primary campaign ended, 
Lilley spent $13,877 and Hedlund $7,814. 
Lilley received $3,708 during the last 
reporting period. 
Hedlund received 
$5,971 in the same period 
Contributions of $100 or more in this 
last reporting period were as follows:

Mission Hills

Lompoc Utility Services Co., has given 
the City of Lompoc $6,000 in “ earnest 
money” to cement the company’s 
avowed intent to join the regional sewer 
plant program 
The utility company provides sewer 
service for about 800 homes and busines­ 
ses in Mission Hills. 
There was no announcement. A state 
source revealed the transaction had 
taken place and city attorney Alan 
Davidson confirmed it today. 


The money is the opening gambit in a 
trail that could lead to the hookup of Mis­ 
sion Hills sewer lines to the city’s 
regional plant which will be completed in 
March of next year. And if culminated, 
it could also mark the end of technical 
and engineering problems that have 
embroiled the utility company with state 
law. 


City council delays vote 
on racquet ball facility

In the face of what one member of the

Commission, a four-member committee 
was appointed to review the entire mat­ 
ter, including the looking at possible 
alternate sites for the facility. 
“ If you listen to the people of Lompoc, 
it will not go in Ryon Park,” Councilman 
Charles Ward declared, noting that he 
had received numerous calls of protest 
over the taking of additional park land 
for the facility. 
“ If it takes 5,000 signatures on a peti­ 
tion to do it, that’s what you’ll get,” 
Ward said.

Rhodesia conference begins 


GENEVA, Switzerland (UPI) - The 
Rhodesia Conference, bringing white and 
black Rhodesians together to try to 
negotiate a peaceful change to African 
majority rule in that country, formally 
opened today after a delay of of 2Vfc 
hours. 
Ivor Richard of Britain, the con­ 
ference chairman, opened the negotia­ 
tions at 5.36 p.m (12:36p.m EDT) in the 
Council Chamber of the Palais des Na­ 
tions, European headquarters of the 
United Nations and the site of countless 
crucial meetings since before World War 
n . 
The conference brought together the 
white Rhodesian government delegation 
headed by Prime Minister Ian Smith and 
four African nationalist leaders, each of 


them at the head of his own delegation. 
The conference in the marble-walled 
Council Chamber was to have started at 
3 p.m. It was postponed until 5 p.m. by 
Richard following demands by two of the 
African nationalists for last-minute con­ 
cessions by Smith. 


Finally, by 5:27 p.m. all five delega­ 
tions plus Richard had taken their seats. 
Photographers and television camera­ 
men on the floor took pictures of the 
delegations until Richard cleared the 
public at 5 35 p.m. He banged his gavel 
to open the conference one minute 
later. 
The Conference adjourned at 6 p.m. 
until Friday following a 20-minute open­ 
ing statement by Richard. 


City officials are keeping their 
municipal fingers crossed pending 
further hopeful signs It will cost an es­ 
timated $250,000 to $300,000 to finance the 
entry of Mission Hills into the regional 
plant program Company officials have 
indicated they must have Public Utilities 
Commission approval for monthly rate 
increases to make it all possible. Com­ 
pany owner Anton Gamier told this 
reporter some weeks ago that the move 
into the regional sewer program 
probably will mean a raise of the 
monthly rates to about $10 from the pre­ 
sent rate of $4.80. City of Lompoc resi­ 
dents pay $10 a month. 


Meanwhile city officials reportedly 
have told engineering consulting com­ 
pany, Brown and Caldwell to outline the 
technical details of how to go about hook­ 
ing up Mission Hills with the regional 
system.

Veteran c am pi ng and boating 
enthusiasts yesterday told the state's 
director of parks and recreation they 
were tired of 20 years of excuses and 
wanted some action in cleaning up 
Gaviota Park. 


An estimated dozen persons, mostly 
from Lompoc Valley sounded off at 
Gaviota in a face to face confrontation 
with Herbert Rhodes, who flew in by 
chartered plane from Sacramento. 
Rhodes and his aides arrived an hour late 
to meet a delegation organized by Peggy 
Fletcher and Mimi Main, both of Lom­ 
poc Assemblyman Gary Hart was also 
on hand as an observer. 


Fletcher told Rhodes the only drinking 
water was trucked in and that it was rust 
colored and according to other witnes­ 
ses. was good mainly for those who 
needed a laxative. She ticked off a series 
of complaints including one that the 
public telephone frequently wouldn't 
work, another that showers gave forth 
only a trickle of water, that there were 
occasional sewer disposal problems that 
were unsafe, and that fees were too high 
for what was being offered Fletcher 
said she had camped at Gaviota for the 
past 17 years and had worked at Gaviota 
the past two summers as a park aide, an 
aggregate experience that qualified her 
to speak, she said 


Others echoed Fletcher’s complaints 
Bob Grimes, former Lompoc school 
teacher and now of Downey said Gaviota 
Park had gone unchanged for many 
years despite heavy usage by family type 
groups of campers and boaters. Carol 
McComb of Lompoc voiced a series of 
complaints against the handling of pier 
facilities for boating use Victor Sousa of 
Lompoc, said he visited the park almost 
every Sunday and on occasion found no 
toilet paper in the rest rooms. 


Rhodes agreed that “ most of the com­ 
plaints on Gaviota were probably valid ” 


“There's just so many dollars to go 
around (in the state's park system), and 
we’re trying,” he said. He noted that he 
had only been on the job as parks chief 
for 22 months and pleaded for more time 


“ We re doing the best we can with what 
we have,” he said “ We hope to speed up 
the planning process and hope to put a 
team of planners into Gaviota after 
July.” One of the main problems, he ad­ 
ded, was that park revenues defray only 
about 23 per cent of the cost of 
maintenance and operation. The cost of 
development is another matter, Rhodes 
said, noting that it takes eight to 10 years 
to properly develop a major park “ I as­ 
sure you we'll improve it and some this

year,” he told his listeners He said he 
would also look into complaints against 
the concessionaire arrangement. 


Hart took charge of the meeting and 
said an effort would be made to itemize 
the complaints, set costs for correction 
and review by Rhodes, “ so that we can 
get some concrete action,” Hart con­ 
cluded. 


Earlier. William P. Daugherty, park 
manager, said he had only three 
maintenance personnel to spread over 
three major park areas and that it would 
take three at Gaviota alone to do a 
proper job He also said steps would be 
taken to correct the drinking water 
problem, and that chemical toilets would 
be used when the sewer problem arose. 
He conceded that water and sewer 
problems were the most serious he had 
to face. 


After a bnef tour of the facility with 
Rhodes, the protesters said they were 
convinced that the director would take 
steps to improve Gaviota. 


porarily discouraged a petition cam­ 
paign to give the council time to recon­ 
sider the location. 
Councilman Joe Valencia supported 
the idea of another site, suggesting that 
city land behind the Lompoc Library 
might be utilized for this purpose 
He 
also noted that a portion of several acres 
of county property behind Lompoc Shop­ 
ping Center might be acquired, or that 
the same lease-type agreement might be 
worked out between the county and the 
racquet ball developers.

similar activities if the parking lot is 
reopened 
“ We must assure the residents that we 
will deal with any such problems that 
may be created by this project,” Stevens 
said 
Dennis Kuttler, the “ K” of BKB As­ 
sociates of Ventura, which proposes to 
build the racquet ball facility and pay the 
city a rental fee and a percentage of the 
profits above the basic rental fee 
amount, said he was sure the matter 
could be handled without problems 
Parks and Recreation Director Jack 
Anderson. City Attorney Alan Davidson, 
Councilwoman Charlotte Benton and 
Commissioners Tony Siminski and 
Leonard Akronowitz also expressed the 
feeling that adequate controls could be 
imposed to prevent new problems. 
Siminski, chairman of the P-R Com­ 
mission, reiterated his full support of the 
proposal but said he was not opposed to 
having a special committee look into it 
again. 


“ But whatever we do, we should do it 
quickly.” he said. 


Siminski was named chairman of the 
committee which also will consist of 
Commissioner Steffen and Council 
members Ward and Benton 
Mayor 
Stevens suggested that their report be 
submitted no later than Nov. 16. There 
was some hope expressed by Siminski 
and Mrs Steffen that the review might 
be completed in time for consideration 
at the November 3 council meeting. 


Kuttler agreed he would be at the 
meeting when the report is given to 
answer any public concerns expressed 
over the project.

Lilley and Robert Hedlund attempted to 
spell out their positions on growth-no- 
growth philosophies for Santa Bar­ 
bara County in a televised debate taped 
yesterday afternoon for showing 
tomorrow from 8 to 9 p.m over KCOY- 
TV, Channel 12 
The candidates were questioned during 
the hour by a panel of newsmen con­ 
sisting of Jerry Rankin, reporter for the 
Santa Barbara News Press; Harry J 
Crompe, editor, Lompoc Record and Bob 
Janacek, owner-operator of Radio Sta­ 
tion KLOM, Lompoc. 
Eugene C 
Stevens, community relations director of 
Allan Hancock College, was moderator 
Hedlund agreed that a nine-tenths of 
one per cent growth is adequate for the 


county as one of the recommendations in 
the Livingston-Blayney General Plan 
recommendations. 
He castigated 
former planners for allowing growth to 
exceed resources, particularly water. 
Lilley called for immediate action on 
importation of State Project water for 
agricultural and urban uses. As to the 
costs of this importation, Lilley declared 
that “ whatever cost, it will be borne,” 
because it is vital. 
The two candidates covered a wide 
range of issues in the fast-moving 
program They commented on questions 
of qualifications, philosophy, zoning, un­ 
employment, county employe rights, 
"cronyism,” and campaigns.

Jackson, whose project also 
includes a new service road 
bridge, and relocation of the ex­ 
isting tennis pro shop, told the 
commission he felt it “ seems 
unreasonable to take a small 
part of the guest ranch and im­ 
pose such conditions not 
required for the rest of the 
ranch.” 
Mrs. Hansen said the condi­ 
tions were “ standard ones” ap­ 
plying to all new projects. The 
county had to be consistent with 
all applicants, she said, even 
though Jackson’s guest ranch is 
a highly attractive operation 
with green lawns, trees and 
open space. 
“ Look at what’s been done 
there w ithout having a 
re g is te re d 
landscape 
architect,” stated Commis­ 
sioner John F. Adam Jr., of 
Santa Maria. 
‘‘We’ve been lucky,” replied 
Commissioner Mary Looker, of 
Summerland. 
Mrs Hansen, acknowledging 
that Alisal Road which runs 
past the ranch, is “ extremely 
scenic,” said “ we want to keep 
the area that way,” in defense 
of proposals to screen the new 
tennis court complex. 
“ If you have difficulties with 
the landscape plan, you can ap­ 
peal it,” suggested Adam. 
Commissioner Boyd Betten­

federal courts in 22 of the 30 
states in which his independent 
candidacy had so far been suc­ 
cessful. 
“We’ve got a pretty good 
track record against state laws 
that fraudulently discriminate 
against independent candidates 
or violate the right to due 
process of law.” Seidman said. 
“We could force them to com­ 
pletely rew rite the election 
law.” 
McCarthy’s nominating peti­ 
tions had been challenged by 
the state Democratic Party in 
the fear he might siphon enough 
votes away from Jimmy Carter 
to give the state’s 41 electoral 
votes to President Ford. 
The appellate division of 
state Supreme Court voted 4-1 
Tuesday to overturn Justice 
John Pennock’s decision taking 
McCarthy off the ballot. TTie 
court had ruled the Democrats 
“failed to sustain their burden 
of proving” the Independence 
Party's petitions were invalid. 
Pennock ruled last Friday

BONN. West Germany (UPI) 
— Astronomers at the Effels- 
berg radio telescope station 
believe they have discovered 
the largest known galaxy in 
space. 
Pauliny Toth of the Max- 
Planck Institute for Radio 
Astronomy said Wednesday a 
group of scientists at the station 
measured the galaxy by red 
shift about two months ago and 
decided it was the biggest and 
most distant known 
He said it was 1,370 million 
light years away from earth 
and emitting stronger radio 
pulses than any other galaxy 
Red shift measures the 
velocity of an object m space 
and th e velocity then is 
translated into distance 
Toth said the galaxy was dis­ 
covered by radio telescope one 
year ago and its central cluster 
of stars later was sighted op­ 
tically. 
Barry Mador of the Cambrid­ 
ge. England. Institute of 
Astronomy said the galaxy is 
about one third larger than any 
other known 
“This is the biggest and most 
active galaxy of its kind and as 
such is interesting to analyze.” 
Mador said 


Nixon had secret Bahamian bank 


account, informant tells Congress 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - 
Bahamian bank records viewed 
by an undercover 1RS infor­ 
mant indicate Richard Nixon 
had a secret bank account there 
while he was president, the Los 
A ngeles Tim es Syndicate 
reported today. 
Informant Norman Casper, a 
Florida investigator code- 
named TW-24, told Congress 
about the alleged records last 
year and also named actor Tony 
Curtis, Playboy Publisher Hugh 
Hefner and others as possible 
account holders, the Times syn- 


dicate said in a copyrighted 
story. 
Syndicate columnists Jack 
Cloherty and Bob Owens 
reported Casper testified last 
Nov. 4 before the House 
Monetary Affairs subcommit­ 
tee on the records of the Castle 
Bank and Trust Company in the 
Bahamas. 
The subcommittee, headed by 
Rep. Benjamin Rosenthal, D- 
N.Y., has been investigating 
decisions by Internal Revenue 
Service Commissioner Donald 
Alexander which suspended 


“Operation Tradewinds” and 
“Project Haven,” according to 
Cloherty and Owens. 
The two probes had sought to 
determine if American-held 
Bahamian bank trusts accounts 
were genuine investments or 
simply phony accounts set up to 
provide tax shelters, according 
to the Times syndicate. 
Nixon has repeatedly denied 
having any foreign bank ac­ 
counts while he was president.

BRUSSELS, Belgium (UPI) 
— The dollar weakened on most 
European money markets to­ 
day and fears arose in Paris 
that the British pound’s new 
record low price could drag 
down the French franc. 
In London, the pound opened 
at $1.5710, down from Wednes­ 
day’s close of $1.5760 and 
equalling the all-time low it 
briefly reached during Wednes­ 
day’s trading. 
A reported row between 
Prime Minister James Callag­ 
han and left-wing members of 
the Labor party about the 
government’s austerity policy 
further weakened the pound in 
early trading to another record 
low of $1.5680. 
It also fell to all-time lows in 
Zurich and Frankfurt, opening 
at 3.8025 Swiss francs against 
3.8620 and at 3.74 marks against 
3 8030. 
Sterling’s effective devalua­ 
tion against the currencies of 
Britain's 10 major trading 
partners since December 1971 
widened to 48.6 per cent. 
French bankers said the 
pound’s steady slide is fanning 
fears it will also drag down the 
French franc. The French 
central bank had to intervene to 
the tune of $30 million to $40 
million on exchange markets 
Wednesday to support the 
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franc, they said. 
The French franc and the 
Italian lira were the only Euro­ 
pean currencies losing ground 
against the dollar, which 
opened at 5.00125 French francs 
against 4.9987 and at 864.50 lire 
against 864. 
In Frankfurt, Brussels and 
Amsterdam the dollar was at 
its lowest rate since early July 
1975, dropping from 2.4010 to 
2.3950 marks, from 37.40 to 37.30 
Belgian francs and from 2.5190 
to 2.5125 guilders. In Zurich, it 
weakened from 2.4348 to 2.4312 
Swiss francs. 
In Tokyo, the dollar steadied 
at 293.65 yen against 293.45. 
Gold gained around $3 follow­ 
ing the fourth IMF auction in 
five months. Contrary to the 
previous IMF sale in Septem­ 
ber, when nervousness on the 
market had brought the price of 
gold down prior to the auction, 
it had steadied this week.

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Congressional study recommends 
'super-agency' to help consumers 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — A congressional study today recom­ 
mended creation of a new super-agency for consumers regulating 
everything from prescription drugs to seat belts. 
The proposal was contained in the final part of a massive report 
on regulatory reform released by Rep. John E. Moss. D-Calif., and 
his oversight subcommittee. 
“The conclusions reject the notion that the agencies them­ 
selves, as presently constituted, can be counted on to represent the 
broad interest of the general public, particularly consumers,” 
Moss said. 


"Time and time again, our study discloses major decisions in 
which the agencies simply ignored the consumer’s position.” 
The report recommends that a “Consumer Safety and Health 
Commission" be established to combine the regulatory functions 
of three existing agencies — the Food and Drug Administration, 
the Consumer Product Safety Commission and the motor vehicle 
safety programs of the National Highway Traffic Safety Ad­ 
ministration. 


The study said such an agency would “elevate the status of 
health and safety regulation; insulate it from political interference 
... by making the commission independent of the executive branch; 
and reduce overlapping and duplicatve efforts in research, 


rulemaking, data collection and the application of benefit-cost 
criteria...” 
It claims that NHTSA’s functions have been subverted by 
political interference from the White House and elsewhere and 
that FDA is lost in the vast bureaucracy of the Department of 
Health. Education and Welfare. 
The report also recommended creation of an Agency for Con­ 
sumer Advocacy — a pet project of Ralph Nader. The agency 
would install a consumer advocate in government to intervene 
with viewpoints which proponents claim are not currently 
represented when agencies make decisions involving pocketbook, 
health and safety issues. 
The agency was approved during the last session of Congress by 
both Houses but the final compromise product fell victim to the 
pre-election adjournment rush and a threatened veto from Presi­ 
dent Ford. 
The study also suggests creating “offices of public counsel” in 
the Federal Power Commission and the Federal Communications 
Commission, as well as increased federal money to support in­ 
tervention by organized consumer groups in government 
proceedings. 
Moss said he would make an “all out effort to implement these 
recommendations in the next Congress.”

toward the 20,000-foot level. 
“When they came down to the 
other side of that very steep 
area, they slipped,” she said. 
"They fell. 
“When you slip I suppose it’s 
very difficult to arrest yourself. 
There’s no way to stop. So they 
fell between 2,000 to 3,000 feet.” 
Mrs Erb said she went to the 
edge to see where they had 
fallen 
That’s when she saw 
four bodies: Erb, Baruch, 
Graham Stephenson and Ben 
Casaola. 


It had begun as a climbing ex­ 
pedition by 10 persons. They 
flew from California to India in 
September to climb Dunagiri, a 
23,000-foot peak in northern In­ 
dia not far from the Chinese 
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border. 
Five flew home on Oct. 15, 
when their vacations ended, but 
Mrs Erb stayed at the high 
camp and her husband paired 
off with Baruch. Stephenson 
joined Casaola in a separate at­ 
tempt to reach the summit. 
On Oct. 16, hours apart, all 
four men fell to their death, sl­ 
ipping at the same spot and 
plunging into the same icy 
crevice. 


Mrs. Erb last saw Stephenson 
and Casaola around 2 p.m, when 
they seemed to be having trou­ 
ble negotiating the steep slope. 
She thought they were turning 
back. 
It was not until her husband 
and Baruch plunged from the 
mountain that she discovered 
all four. 


Erb, 42, had 23 years of 
climbing experience and had 
scaled numerous mountains 
with his 44-year-old wife since 
their marriage 11 years ago. 
Casaola, a Mexican national. 


and Stephenson, 55, of Los 
Angeles, also had extensive 
climbing experience. Baruch, 
19, of Pacific Palisades, Calif., 
was rated “excellent,” Mrs. 
Erb said. 
“My husband wouldn’t have 
risked his life with a climber he 
didn’t trust,” she said. 
After the tragedy, Mrs. Erb 
spent a sleepless night in her 
tent at the high camp, reading a 
book on mythology and burning 
candles. 
The next day she whistled to a 
Sherpa to get help from 
climbers below. She spent a se­ 
cond night alone in the tent. 
“I didn't want to go down 
myself,” she said. “I didn’t 
want to be the fifth casualty.” 
The next day a group of 
Italian climbers reached her 
camp and helped her descend. 
Two British climbers later 
reached the bodies. 
“ They buried them in a 
crevice, all four,” she said. 
“ There was nothing to re­ 
trieve.”

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Hayakawa, Tunney clash 
on foreign involvement 


THE BETTER HALF 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - 
Denouncing incumbent Sen. 
John V. Tunney as an old-line 
isolationist, Republican chal­ 
lenger S.I. Hayakawa says the 
United States should assert its 
might in a politically tumultu­ 
ous world to prevent “ blood- 
baths” in Africa and to en­ 
co u rage in su rre ctio n s in 
Communist-dominated 
coun­ 
tries. 
Democrat Tunney responded 
that the loss of 55,000 American 
lives in Vietnam was proof “ the 
United States can’t possibly be 
the policeman of the world. It’s 
not our responsibility.” 
The free-wheeling exchange 
occurred Wednesday at the can­ 
didates' second debate, which 
was shown on nine public televi­ 
sion stations, and at separate 
follow-up news conferences. 
The sessions produced some of 
the campaign’s fiercest and 
b ro a d e st 
d isa g r e e m e n ts 
between the former university 
president challenger and the 
freshman incumbent. 
Hayakawa told the television 
audience he could not see why 
“ we should hestitate” to send 
peacekeeping 
troops 
into 
racially troubled South Africa 
to stop fighting, “ if it's called 
upon to do something of the 
kind.” 
“ What are you going to do, let 
the bloodbaths go on forever,” 
he demanded “ No, I’m not.” 


“ We re a great nation We re 
not Luxembourg. We should 
make our presence felt.” 
Later, Hayakawa was pres­ 
sed by reporters whether the 
United States should assert 
itself elsewhere besides Africa, 
and the answer was yes. He was 
asked whether he would be en­ 
couraging insurrections by 
holding out the possibility of 
armed U S 
intervention in 
foreign countries. 
“ I would hope to encourage 
an insurrection in Hungary or 
Poland or Latvia or Lithuania 
or Estonia or Tibet for that 
matter,” he answered 
Besides just encouragement, 
he added under questioning, the 
United States might “ threaten 
to use troops" as well as impos­ 
ing economic and diplomatic 
pressure on the Soviet Union in 
the event of another Hungarian- 
type revolution The nations of 
Latvia. Lithuania and Estonia 
exist today only as republics of 
the Soviet Union. 
H ayakaw a allow ed 
that 
"revolution in a place like 
Hungary probably will be 
crushed, but you ought to give 
them the best chance they 
can ” 
Most of the foreign policy 
questions at the debate and sub­ 
sequent session with reporters 
were directed to Hayakawa 
Tunney stuck to his familiar 
and oft-voiced theme “ One of 
the things we ought to have 
learned in Vietnam — and 1 
keep going back to it because 
we lost 55.000 American lives 
and it cost us $200 billion — is 
that you cannot become in­ 
volved in a civil war or 
revolutionary war and win.” 
Tunney prided himself in 
authoring the amendm ent 
which cut off funds for U S in­ 
volvement in Angola and he 
called for majority black rule in 
South Africa 
About the subject of Africa. 
Tunnev said afterwards. “ The 
fuzziness of Dr. Hayakawa’s 
thinking gives people <at 
Tuesday's election» a basis for 
making a decision 
Hayakawa branded the An­ 
gola amendment a disaster 
because it “ tied the President s 
hands ' He said Tunney had 
shown himself to be an old line 
isolationist like the Republican 
right-wingers of 1937. 1938 and 
1939 * 
The semanticist Hayakawa 
made clear he believed the 
United States should try and 
enlist the participation of the 
United Nations or formal colo 
nial powers such as Portugal 
before making any move on its 
own to enter South Africa with 
troops.

States should not be too con­ 
cerned about illegal aliens 
because we may be “ making 
money off them.”

Tunney said, 
“ This workfare program makes 
a great deal of sense” and that 
finding more jobs was vital to 
curing inflation. Tunney said if 
government economists talked 
to persons on unemployment 
lines, “ they would find jobs for 
these people.” 
Smog — Tunney prided 
himself on his bill, vetoed by 
President Ford, to provide 
federal funds for developing a 
smog-free alternative to the in­ 
ternal combustion engine. 
Hayakawa said it was desirable 
to have a smog-free engine, but 
private industry is “ going to 
come up with that any day.” 
Hayakawa also said he did 
not believe “ enormous federal 
expenditures” should be made 
to develop mass transit because 
“ Americans are wedded to 
their cars.” 
Hayakawa called him self 
a Republican unpreditable and 
said, “ Sen. Tunney is limited 
by his life and his experience to 
the few solutions of larger and 


larger government and larger 
and larger deficits and larger 
and 
larger 
expen­ 
ditures that the Democratic 
liberals have been pretty much 
committed to for a long, long 
time.” 
Hayakawa said he was look­ 
ing for new solutions — “ inven­ 
tio n s. I am look in g for 
creativity and I am looking for 
that kind of approach that is not 
tied to party labels or tied to 
dogmas of the right and left.” 
Tunney said Hayakawa “ tries 
to be apolitical but he has his 
political PR (public relations) 
men playing tricks on paid 
media and Dr. Hayakawa has 
learned pretty well the tricks of 
political manipulation.” 
Tunney w as particularly 
critical of a Hayakawa ad ac­ 
cusing the senator of high 
absenteeism. Tunney said that 
during his first five years in the 
Senate he had one of the highest 
a tte n d a n c e r e c o rd s and 
although he was absent during 
his re-election cam paign , 
“ Never did I miss a vote where 
my vote counted.” 
H ayakaw a 
repeated his 
charge during the debate, say­ 
ing the senator was skiing in 
Switzerland and in Florida dur­ 
ing important floor votes. 
Tunney said he felt “ very 
good" about the second debate 
but left a judgment of a winner 
“ up to the viewer.” The session 
was taped in advance and 
Hayakawa traveled to Stockton 
where he watched the broad­ 
cast at the home of a supporter.

F15 fighter planes will 
bolster NATO in Europe 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - New 
American F15 Eagle fighter 
planes are going to Germany to 
bolster outnumbered NATO 
defenses and contribute to an 
increase of nearly 18 per cent in 
the number of U S war planes 
in Europe 
The Pentagon announced 
Wednesday that in addition to 
72 of the new fighters being 
stationed outside the United 
States for the first time, 84 F ill 
fighter bombers also would be 
sent to England for a NATO 
role. 
Both of the moves are to start 
in January and are expected to 
be completed by April. 
The F15 — a fighter that can 
fly better than twice the speed 
of sound — will be an addition 
to American F4 fighter planes 
that will remain in Germany. 
The F ill s will join another 
unit of the swing wing fighters 
already in England and will 
replace F4 phantom jets that 
will return to the United States. 


In all. according to Pentagon 
officials, the number of U S 
war planes in Europe — not 
counting Navy planes on 


carriers in the Mediterranean 
— will be increased from 462 to 
546. or more than 18 per cent 
NATO officials have been 
seeking to beef up the defense 
forces in Germany to face War­ 
saw Pact forces, including 
Soviet troops, concentrated in 
East Germany. The Communist 
forces outnumber the allies 
both in the air and on the 
ground. 
Pentagon officials said the 
F15 would be more effective 
against Communist planes 
based near the frontier and that 
the F ill should be particularly 
effective in air strikes against 
Communist tanks, which out­ 
number allied tanks by more 
than two to one 


MOSCOW (UPI) - For the 
first time in a decade, Prime 
Minister Alexei Kosygin was in 
the w ings instead of the 
spotlight when the Soviet Union 
unfolded its plans for the 
nation's 
long-term economic 
development. 
Twice before — in 1966 and 
1971 — it was the sad-faced 
premier and Kremlin economic 
overlord who went before the 
Soviet parliament to present 
production targets worked out 
for the state-run national 
economy for the following five 
years. 
But when the latest five-year 
plan, covering 1976-’80, was put 
up for rubber-stamp legislative 
approval Wednesday, Kosygin 
just sat on the sidelines and 
watched The presentation task 
fell to Vice Premier Nikolai 
Baibakov. 
Diplomats suggested that 
Kosygin's failure to follow 
precedent by delivering the 
major economic address might 
indicate the ailing leader will 
scale down and possibly relin­ 
quish some of his duties in the 
future. His retirement, they 
said, could be near. 
Soviet officials have admitted 
that the 72-year-old Kosygin fell 
ill last summer. But they never 
have confirmed a London new­ 
spaper report that he nearly 
drowned in a riv er near 
Moscow after suffering a stroke 
or heart attack. 
Whatever the ailment, he dis­ 
appeared from the public eye 
for almost three months and 
only recently returned to work 
— on a limited basis, according 
to the diplomats 
Rumors that he might be 
close to retirem en t were 
bolstered by the appointment 
Sept 2 of industrial specialist 


N ikolai Tikhonov as first 
deputy prime minister. 


The suggestion was that 
Tikhonov and the other first 
deputy. Kirill Mazurov, might 
be taking over s ome of 
Kosygin’s duties and could be 
considered possible candidates 
to replace him. 


No changes in the senior 
leadership were announced 
following a meeting of the Com­ 
munist party’s ruling Central 
Committee earlier this week, 
but the diplomats said that did 
not mean Kosygin could not 
bow out in the following months 
if his health deteriorates. 


At Wednesday’s opening ses­ 
sion of the three-day parliamen­ 
tary meeting, Kosygin gave no 
hint of illness other than his 
failure to present the plan.

River 
crossing 
nonfunded 


A proposed river crossing at 
the Santa Ynez River in the 
vicinity of Alisal Bridge in 
Solvang to carry wastewater 
from a proposed Santa Ynez 
Community Services District 
p ro je c t to the So lvan g 
M u n icip al 
Im p ro vem ent 
District sanitary treatment 
plant has been placed in a non­ 
funded priority group. 
This information has been 
received by the SYCSD in a let­ 
ter from James L. Waters, 
water quality control engineer, 
State Water Resources Control 
Board , Sacram ento, and 
evaluator of the Santa Ynez 
project 
Waters said the purpose of 
the letter was to convey the 
final staff determination of the 
proposed joint (SYCSD-SMID) 
river crossing facilities. 
The engineer noted that 
m aterial submitted to the 
W RCB during the past 11 
m onths 
by 
Bro w n 
and 
Caldwells, engineers for SMID, 
seeks to solve a pair of water 
quality problems. 
The first, Waters said, is the 
conveyance of wastewater 
from Santa Ynez, an unsewered 
community with health hazards 
to an existing wastewater treat­ 
ment plant. 
He declared that under Arti­ 
cle 4 of the clean water grant 
regulations, “ solving problems 
of this nature are classified as 
Group 1, priority Class B and 
present availablity of grant 
funds enables funding of such 
projects ” 
The second problem, the 
engineer wrote, is considera­ 
tion of the vulnerability of 
Solvang’s existing river cross­ 
ing. 
Waters pointed out that “ this 
interceptor was constructed in 
1969 to replace the original 
crossing which had been 
washed out during the flood. 
Because this crossing has not 
yet served a long and useful 
life, it is not an existing water 
quality problem. Its replace­ 
ment is defined as a Class B in­ 
terceptor, which has been 
placed in Group 3. a presently 
nonfunded priority group. 
He continued: 
“ All material submitted to 
date has indicated that at the 
moment the cost effective solu­ 
tion to the problem of carrying 
Santa Ynez’ wastewater to 
Solvang's plant is to cross the 
river on the Alisal Bridge. 
“ Additional costs incurred to 
provide facilities for replace­ 
ment of Solvang's interceptor 
in conjunction with Santa Ynez' 
river crossing would not be 
eligible because they would be 
in additional project cost in­ 
curred to solve a noneligible 
problem 
‘These additional costs 
would include the cost of con­ 
verting Solvang’s wastewater 
to the Alisal Bridge and oversiz- 
ing the facilities between there 
and the plant It would also in­ 
clude the additional cost of 
rerouting Santa Ynez' intercep­ 
tor to eliminate the need to 
redirect any of Solvang's flow. 
“ Furthermore, the material 
submitted to date also indicates 
the river crossing on the bndge 
is the most cost-effective solu­ 
tion to both quality problems. 
This decision was based on 
monetary, energy, esthetic and 
reliab ility considerations. ’ 
Waters wrote 
He said the final eligibility 
w ill be based ‘‘on final 
engineering 
estimates,' 
and 
added, 
the project may be 
altered to accomplish this pur­ 
pose. but the extent of the grant 
participation will be limited to 
an eligible cost of approximate­ 
ly >360 000 ’ 
Although a date for a con­ 
tinued hearing on an appeal 
filed by the SYCSD on a 
previous river crossing decision 
on fund eligibility has not been 
set, Santa Ynez district of 
finals said representatives of 
the two districts will take part 
in a workshop session Nov 9 at 
the SMID center at which a 
WRCB hearing officer will be 
present to hear input on the 
project

TouFyear m 
urderj Bishops fail to endorse Prop. 14 
plants proposed 
toll tops Viet war 


LOS ANGELES (U P I) - 
Nuclear power plants could be 
safer if they were floating on 
the ocean where they were less 
susceptible to earthquakes and 
further away from populated 
areas, according to a draft 
report released Wednesday. 


The report, prepared jointly 
by Offshore Power Systems, a 
subsidiary of Westinghouse 
Electric Corp. and members of 
the Nuclear Reactor Regula­ 
tion Committee, was presented 
to a two-day meeting of the 
Nuclear Regulatory Commis­ 
sion’s Advisory Committee on 
Reactor Safeguards. 


Offshore Power Systems has 
applied for a license to build 
eight floating nuclear power 
plants at a shipyard-like facility 
in Jacksonville, Fla., and the 
hearings were held to compare 
the risks of floating versus 
land-based plants. 


The floating plant uses a 
watertight floating platform, 
made of structural steel instead 


of the earth-supported rein­ 
forced concrete foundation used 
in land-based plants 
The subcommittee’s first ses­ 
sion focused on the effect a 
major leak of radioactive 
material would have on water 
around a floating plant and near 
a land-based plant. 
"Accidents at a floating 
nuclear plant are expected to be 
comparable to or less than 
those at a land-based plant,” 
the 
repo rt 
concluded. 
“Therefore, the overall risks 
associated with a floating 
nuclear plant are comparable 
to the risks associated with 
land-based plants.” 


The most serious disaster 
contemplated in the study was 
the melting of the nuclear core. 
In previous hearings, the sub- 
cohmittee heard testimony in­ 
dicating the effect of a nuclear 
accident on the atmosphere 
would be the same from both 
types of plants since both would 
presumably use a steam supply 
system. 


Couldn't have lasted, 
rescued m an declares 


YOKOHAMA. Japan (U PI) 
— A Californian rescued after 
drifting in the Pacific for three 
weeks without food or water 
says he could not have survived 
“ two or three more days.” 
"It ’s good to be alive and I 
feel strong,” said Durel Miller 
Wednesday. The 28-year-old 
vo yager’s 36-foot yacht 
"Spirit” sank in rough seas en 
route from Honolulu to Califor­ 
nia Sept. 27. 
Miller and Nancy Perry, 21, 
were rescued by the Liberian 
freighter Oriental Financier 
Oct. 19 in the Pacific. The ves­ 
sel arrived at Yokohama 
Wednesday. 
Both are from San Anselmo. 
Doctors said Miss Perry was 
in serious condition, suffering 
from sunburn, malnutrition and 
a sore throat. 
Mrs. Lorrain Perry, the 
young w man’s mother, was at 
Yokohama’s Honmoku port and 
went aboard as soon as the ship 
dropped anchor. Miss Perry 
was taken to Bluff Hospital in 
Yokohama. The ship's agent 
earlier said she had difficulty in 
walking. 
"Life on the raft mostly con­ 
sisted of thoughts of friends and 
family in California,” said 
Miller. " I was ready to die 
every five minutes.” He said 
Miss Perry "saved both our 
lives” by her presence. 
Miller said that aside from 
the Oriental Financier, they 
saw no ships. 
"We saw only one airplane — 
a passenger plane — very high 
up in the skies,” he said. 
Two of the yacht’s five 
crewmembers, Jim Ahola, 25, 
and Camilla Arthur, 20, died 
after 18 days at sea. A third, 
Bruce Collins, 28, was rescued 
last Sunday by the U.S. Coast 
Guard. 
" I prayed God ‘please give 
me some more years to fool 
around and have banana 
splits,” ’ Miller told reporters. 


Miller said he and Miss Perry 
would not have survived had 
they been adrift "for two or 
three more days.” 
"Hunger in the stomach 
ceased to exist after several 
days,” Miller said. 
"What led you to make a 
trans-Pacific crossing by a tiny 
boat?” he was asked. 
"1 was looking for some ex­ 
citem ent," the long-haired 
Californian said, "because our 
generation does not have a goal 
and many have ended up on 
drugs.” 


Plumber finds 
hot evidence 


T E L A V IV (U P I) - A 
plumber says he found hun­ 
dreds of documents blocking 
the sewage pipes leading from 
the apartment of Asher Yadlin, 
a leading suspect in Israel’s 
hottest political scandal. 
"Every pipe I opened was full 
of papers,’’ said Michael 
Simon, who was called to the 
flooded apartment the day after 
Yadlin was led off to jail to face 
corruption charges. 
Police investigators said they 
recovered some of the docu­ 
ments and dried them, but the 
most damaging evidence appar­ 
ently was flushed out to sea 
before the toilet was jam­ 
med. 
Yadlin is a leading Labor 
party official and was the 
government’s nominee to head 
Israel’s central bank. 
The nomination was canceled 
when police uncovered indica­ 
tions he profited from shady 
real estate deals involving the 
labor movement health fund 
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SAN FRANCISCO (U PI) — More Americans were mur­ 
dered during the first four years of this decade than were 
killed during the entire Vietnam War. 
That gruesome statistic was just one of a long list 
presented Wednesday by a Stanford University professor 
to back up his contention that the nation is in the middle 
of a murder epidemic unparalleled in history. 
Dr. Donald T. Lunde, clinical associate professor of 
psychiatry and law at Stanford, spoke at the opening ses­ 
sion of the National Homicide Symposium here. 
Lunde had these observations about the rising tide c' 
murder in this country: 
— Murder now ranks as a major cause of death in the 
United States. 
— The killers are "typical Americans” with an average 
age of 21. 
— One of every four murders is committed by a 
woman. 
— Seventy per cent of the victims are friends or 
relatives of their killers. 
— Only two per cent of murderers are classified as 
criminally insane. 
— Fewer murders are committed in the New England 
states; the most in the southern states. 
— Alcohol is involved in 50 per cent of all homicides. 


SACRAMENTO (U PI) - The 
C alifornia Conference of 
Catholic Bishops said Wednes­ 
day the Agricultural Labor 
Relations Board should be 
protected from "p o litical 
manipulation’’ but stopped 
short of endorsing the farm 
labor initiative. 
Bishop John Cummins, 
executive director, said the 
bishop! only wanted to "addres­ 
s’’ the issue of continued financ­ 
ing of the boa~d and the union 
organizer acc *ss rule but did 
not necessarily endorse Prop. 
14 on the Nov. 2 ballot. 
In a carefully worded state­ 
ment approved by 13 of the 
state’s 16 bishops, the con­ 
ference said it supported pas­ 
sage of the Agricultural Labor 
Relations Act when it was 
before the legislature in 1975. 
The statement said, however, 
that legislative wrangling over 


financing the farm labor board 
"has made it clear that the 
protection of human rights to 
which the ALRA is addressed 
will not be achieved as long as 
the act remains subject to 
political manipulation in its 
basic provisions and funding. 
"It is imperative that our 
state government at the execu­ 
tive and legislative levels and 
ultimately the people them­ 
selves act positively to assure 
stability for the operations of 
the ALRB,” the statement said. 
"Part-tim e justice is not 
justice at all. Peace and 
stability go hand in hand.” 
Prop. 14 would basically re­ 
enact the historic 1975 farm 
labor act with certain prolabor 
changes. If approved by the 
voters, the measure’s provi­ 
sions could not be changed for 
two years. 
Cummins said the conference 


fully endorsed the controversial 
access rule, under which union 
organizers can enter private 
4and to talk with workers at cer­ 
tain times of the day, a prime 
target of foes of the initiative. 
It said such a concept is "sup­ 
ported by the constitutional and 
statutory laws of our country. 


"The fundamental principle 
is that the ownership and use of 
private property is not absolute 
but is limited by the demands of 
the common good,” it said. 
"This concept is, in our view, 
wholly consistent with the 
traditions of the faith communi-

NEW YORK (UPI) - You be the 
judge and explain this one. Roy Boe, the 
New York Nets’ boss, sells his star 
player, Julius Erving, to the Phila­ 
delphia 76ers for $3 million and the sale 
goes off without a hitch along with the 
NBA Commissioner’s blessing. Charlie 
Finley tries selling three of his players 
for $3.5 million and he’s prevented from 
doing so by the Baseball Commissioner 
for the good of the game. 
It doesn’t make sense. Some may 
argue the two circumstances were dif­ 
ferent, but basically they were the same 
with one team owner being allowed to do 
what another was not.

Julius Erving packed the house in 
Houston, but sacked the house in New 
York. 
The multitalented forward, a 
magnetic drawing card with NBA fans 
across the country, paced the 
Philadelphia 76ers to 116-94 victory over 
the Houston Rockets Wednesday night 
before 15,676 fans, the largest crowd 
ever to watch an NBA game in Texas. 
But in New York, where the Nets top­ 
ped the Washington Bullets, Erving’s 
conspicuous absence left enough empty 
seats in the Nassau Coliseum to stage a 
stockbrokers’ convention. A meager 
crowd of 5,832 showed up for the Nets’ 
home opener, their first official game 
played there since New York captured 
the ABA championship last season. 
Erving came to the 76ers when Nets’ 
owner Roy Boe sold the superstar for a 
cool $3 million when contract talks 
reached an impasse. But while Boe stood 
by his guns and bolstered his bank ac­ 
count there were rumblings of discon­ 
tent among Nets’ followers. 
One banner hanging from the 
Coliseum’s stands read, “A tisket 
a 
tasket, put Boe in a casket.” 
As for Erving, he now spends much of 
his time explaining his new-found star­ 
dom. 
"A lot of the reason the people are 
coming out is that they are skeptical 
about my abilities, about the abilities of 
the guys who came out of the ABA,’ he 
says. 
Erving, who dunks a basketball the 
way some people dunk donuts, brought 
an NBA record 27,000-plus fans to the 
Superdome in New Orleans Tuesday and 
has fast become a one-man drawing card 
around the league. 
“I have never seen anything like the 
way the whole team just took off," 
Philadelphia Coach Gene Shue said after 
one of Erving’s acrobatic drives to the 
basket. “Julius was unbelievable but the 


other guys were right there, too.’ 
But Erving, who finished the night 
with 27 points, brushes off all the hoopla 
with nonchalance 
“It was just another m ove,’’ he said. 
“What do you want me to say about it9 I 
committed myself to the air. I learned a 
long time ago not to come down on 
somebody’s back, so I put it in. 
George McGinnis, the 76ers’ other ex­ 
traordinary forward, also contributed 27 
points as Philadelphia blew by the 
Rockets in the second half 
“If they put it together...on paper 
they’ve got to be the most balanced 
ballclub in basketball,” said Rudy Tom- 
janovich. who led Houston with 21 points. 
“What, Julius has only been with them a 
week and a half?” 
Elsewhere in the NBA, the NY Nets 
defeated Washington 96-93, Detroit took 
Seattle 106-92 and San Antonio stopped 
Phoenix 115-106.

The Pittsburgh Penguins 
were more than just a little con­ 
cerned two years ago when 
Wayne Bianchin broke his neck 
in a surfboard accident follow­ 
ing a standout rookie season. 
It wasn’t just that one of their 
sta r s w as h u rtin g . The 
Penguins thought that what 
they were seeing looked fami­ 
liar. And it was. 
In 1970, Pittsburgh also 
produced a good rookie named 
Michel Briere, whose skating 
and shooting led the Penguins 
to the highest finish in their 
history, second place in the 
Western Division, and to the 
Stanley Cup semifinals 
Pittsburgh officials had high 
hopes for the future with Briere 
leading the team. But a month 
after the season ended, Briere 
ran his car off a road in Quebec. 
He died following nearly a year 
in a coma. 
While Bianchin’s life never 
was in danger, Pittsburgh of­ 
ficials feared his career might 
have been ended by the surfing 
accident, which occurred in 
Hawaii following the 1973-74 
season The following year was 
a total washout and Bianchin 
spent most of last season in the 
minor leagues where, he said, 
"I was getting the shots but I 
wasn't putting them in the net." 
This season, however, the 28- 
year-old left wing, Pittsburgh’s 
second draft choice three years 
ago, appears fully recovered 
from his injury. "They’re going 
in." he said. He has scored 
seven goals, including two in 
the first period Wednesday 
night that helped the Penguins 
tie the Buffalo Sabres 4-4. 
Buffalo, which spotted the

Still too warm 
for the salmon

Currently, 
it is eight to 10 degrees too high 
to draw the salmon up closer to 
the surface.

The albacore fishing is equal­ 
ly as disappointing but not as 
frustrating, as the albacore 
season runs as long as the fish 
are present and the fishermen 
can wait them out.

Rival school unions open battle 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - A 
cam paign is under way in 
California's school districts to 
win the labor allegiance of the 
state's 450,000 teachers and 
other educational employes. 
The battle is being fought 
between two major teachers’ 
unions, and as an apparent out­ 
growth, school strikes have 
been kept to a minimum this 
fall. 
The California Teachers As­ 
sociation (CTA), an affiliate of 
th e 
N a tio n a l 
E d u c a tio n 
Association, and the AFL-CIO 
C a lifo rn ia F e d e r a tio n of 
Teachers (CFT) are the major 
contestants vying under a new 
state educational collective 
bargaining law, the Rodda Act. 
The Rodda Act created a 
three m em ber Educational 
Employment Relations Board, 
appointed by the governor to 
supervise elections for teacher 
and school worker collective 
bargaining agents, to deter­ 
mine the scope of bargaining 


and to deal with unfair prac­ 
tices. 
So far, about 40 elections 
have been held, involving 61 
bargaining units. With 10,355 
persons qualified to vote, 8,412 
cast ballots, what board offi­ 
cials call “a pretty good tur­ 
nout." More than 30 other elec­ 
tions are scheduled to be held 
by Christmas. 
This fall California has ex­ 
perienced only three strikes, 
compared with some 35 work 
stoppages in the past two years, 
according to board member 
Ray Gonzales. 
“The Rodda Act, for the first 
tim e, has taken away the 
problem in collective bargain­ 
ing of two unions fighting each 
other at the bargaining table as 
they did under the (previous) 
W inton A ct w h ere union 
negotiators were split among 
the tea ch ers rep resen tin g 
them," according to a spokes­ 
man for the CTA. 
Both CTA and CFT leaders 


complain the state board has a 
bad case of the “slows." 
“The EERB was slow to as­ 
sume authority, encourages 
consent elections (where the 
parties are in agreement) and 
waited until this month to start 
scheduling contested elec­ 
tions," said a CFT official. 
“Our position is that this cau­ 
tion is unnecessary." 
Many school labor experts 


predict two major sections of 
the Rodda Act presenting 
problems are the provision 
allowing an “agency shop,” and 
the scope of negotiations, es­ 
pecially as applied to educa­ 
tional policy matters. 


The agency shop provision 
would permit teachers who 
choose not to join the winning 
union to be assessed by the un­ 
ion anyway.

W ASHING TO N (UPI) - For 
the first time in five years 
farmers around the world are 
expected to harvest enough rice 
and grain to significantly ex­ 
ceed global food demands, the 
A g r i c u l t u r e D e p a r t m e n t 
reported today. 
A monthly global crop sum­ 
mary estimated the combined 
production of rice, wheat, corn 
and other grains at 1.298 billion 
metric tons — 15.4 million tons, 
or about 1.2 per cent, above a 
September forecast and 78 
million tons, or about 6.4 per 
cent, above last year’s crop 
The harvest forecast is about 
3 7 per cent above the previous 
record crop of 1.252 billion tons 
in 1973. 


The Agriculture Department 
said world demand for the com­ 
ing year is expected to total 
about 1 272 billion metric tons, 
or about 26 million tons less 
than farmers are producing. 
The surplus, which will be 
stored for later use, is the first 
major step toward rebuilding 
overall world reserves since the 
1971 season. 


In 1975. production of 1 220 
billion metric tons narrowly ex­ 
ceeded use of 1.217 billion 
metric tons. But for the past 
I 
seven years combined, officials 
I 
noted, consumption had been 


averaging 12 million tons a year 
m ore than production and 
reserve stocks had been pulled 
down to low levels. 


World rice production this 
year may be down slightly from 
last year’s record, experts said, 
but this will be more than offset 
by bumper 1976 crops of grains, 
especially wheat. 
Major changes in prospects 
since last month include a 10- 
million ton increase in Soviet 
grain estimates and increases 
in wheat production and export 
prospects for both Canada and 
Australia. Western European 
grain import needs have been 
increased by 2.8 million tons, 
officials added, and sinking 
wheat prices have brought 
prices for that grain unusually 
close to the price of corn. 


The close relationship means 
that wheat, norm ally used 
mostly for human food, can be 
used more widely in many 
cases as a substitute or supple­ 
ment for corn in feeding 
livestock.

noted that while wheat supplies 
are

plentiful," 
the world supply of corn and 
other livestock feeds is still 
regarded as “tight."

DEAR POLLY — 1 bought a hand knit, all wool Irish 
fisherman's design afghan with the natural oil still in 
the yarn. Is it mothproof? If not. where can I have it 
mothproofed? This is important. I plan to give the 
afghan to my daughter in California for Christmas I've 
been told the moths eat everything but people out there. 
1 used to live there, too, and I know what they do. — 
MRS C B S 
DEAR MRS. C.B.S. — The yarn dealer I spoke with 
concerning your problem said that for the last several 
years all wool yarns have come mothproofed. If you 
notice, the wrappers on most yarns are so marked. Why 
not inquire at the place where the afghan was bought? It 
is soil or stains that attract moths, so never put anything 
that might attract them away, or even in a dark closet, 
unless the item is clean. 
The label on the can of commercial moth spray I 
always keep on hand (can be bought in department or 
hardware stores! says it protects wool for one year un­ 
less the item is washed or dry cleaned. It seems to me 
you could follow directions on such a can and spray your 
afghan on both sides if you have an uncertain feeling 
about whether or not it was mothproofed before being 
sold - POLLY. 


DEAR POLLY — Those little tissues that one uses to clean I 
eye glasses are great to use for dusting off shoes It leaves ] 
them shining, too — IRMA 
DEAR POLLY — My stove oven is lined with shiny chrome | 
or stainless steel and every stain shows up unmercifully 
Recently a rhubarb pie that was baking bubbled over and! 
burned on the oven 1 had no commercial cleaner on hand, so I 
used dishwasher detergent along with a kitchen cleanser To I 
my surprise this combination worked better than any oven| 
cleaner I have ever tried — MARION.

The peso, once the most 
stable currency in Latin Ameri­ 
ca, slumped to 26.24 pesos for 
dollar sellers and 26.50 for 
buyers after the Bank of Mex­ 
ico announced late Tuesday it 
will no longer support the rate 
of 19.70-19.90 in force since 
Sept. 12. 
The peso’s 22-year-old parity 
of 12.50 pesos to the dollar came 
to an end Sept. 1 when the 
governm ent floated the 
currency. It rose to 20.40-20.60 
before the “stabilizing” meas­ 
ure ended Tuesday. 


President Luis Echeverría’s 
decision to float the peso again 
was blamed on “new and unex­ 
pected pressures in the money 
exchange markets, principally 
caused by the outflow of capital 
and inflation," banking officials 
said. 


The new devaluation sparked 
fresh wage demands from the 
nation’s electric workers union. 


“Obviously, this will mean 
new price rises and the unions 
will be obliged to ask for new 
increases in wages,” the un­ 
ion’s secretary general Leo­ 
nardo Rodriguez Alcaine said 
Wednesday.

cent stop in New York, “is 
maintaining the group — and I 
need to reach a wider 
audience to do that. Our kind 
of group doesn’t work well in 
clubs. It’s too high, too 
technical, deep, loud — for 
that we need 5000 seats and 
up. And with this tour, we’ve 
been getting it. But Jeff’s 
album went gold, and ‘Oh 
Yeah’ (Hammer’s latest) is 
nowhere. 
"I just can’t understand it. I 
don’t think being associated 
with Jeff Beck should hurt 
us." 
Musically, Hammer feels 
it’s the best thing to happen to 
him yet. “Jeff just fits like a 
glove," he says. "I don’t like 
playing with guitarists, 
generally, but the tunes have 
been augmented by Jeff’s 
playing. 
“With this arrangement, 
there’s more give and take. 
With John (McLaughlin, with 
whom Hammer played in the 
Mahavishnu Orchestra) it was 
mostly take. I prefer,

with the Jan Hammer Group, 
like a guest soloist working 
together with an established 
band. 
“I don’t mind his (Beck) 
getting all the attention. I had 
been giving it to him ten years 
ago. It’s just a fact. He’s a 
giant, a hero. But I still can’t 
understand why ‘Oh Yeah’ 
isn’t getting played.” 
The problem may be that 
the type of music the Beck- 
Hammer group has been per­ 
forming is best suited to live 
exposure. These complex, 
layered compositions have a 
tendency to bog down oc­ 
casionally under the weight of 
the egos stretching their vir­ 
tuosity a little thin. 
While their dextrous perfor­ 
mances can make these works 
crescendo and peak with 
tremendous force and excite­ 
ment, often it sounds like in­ 
spired noodling, and the result 
is too many notes, and not 
enough music. 
Perhaps this sometimes 
dense funk will translate 
brightly on the upcoming live 
record (under Beck’s name) 
featuring Hammer, Fernando 
Saunders on bass and vocals, 
drummer Tony Smith, and 
violinist Stephen Kibler. They 
also played with a reggae ver­ 
sion of McCartney’s “She’s A 
Woman” and a rocking 
“Good-bye Pork Pie Hat,” so 
the record will prove to be 
diverse, if nothing else. 
They’re touring through 
November, so perhaps you 
can hear for yourself. . .

If truth is stranger than fic­ 
tion what is stranger than 
truth?

Channel Expansion 
and the Consumer 
By INK DIPPER 


(EDITOR’S NOTE: Ink Dipper 
(KYZ-3916) is the handle of 
the editor of The CB Times- 
Journal.) 
Expansion of the Citizen’s 
Band from 23 to 40 channels has 
stopped some prospective CB 
buyers dead in their tracks. 
The new 40-channel rigs 
won’t be on the market until 
early January, and manufac­ 
turers are using a variety of 
approaches to sell out inven­ 
tories of 23-channel models. 
Most are doing one of two 
things — either offering to 
convert 23-channel models to 
40-channel capability or cut­ 
ting prices on present stock 
without offering conversion. 
Hy-Gain was one of the first 
companies offering to 
“retrofit” recently purchased 
models, and it estimates that 
adding the new channels will 
cost about |20 per radio. Most 
conversion plans are similar 
to that. 
Officials for companies 
offering retrofitting plans say 
they want to sell a product 
that will not be obsolete in a 
few months. 
But companies not offering 
to convert CBs don’t want the 
expected headaches of setting 
up temporary conversion 
facilities. 
And they see a risk in con­ 
verting because no one is cer­ 
tain how the Federal Com­ 
munications Commission will 
react to converted CBs. 
When the expansion was an­ 
nounced, the FCC added new 
electronic filtering re­ 
quirements to lessen possible 
television reception in­ 
terference.

quirements. And gaining ap­ 
proval for retrofitted rigs, 
some manufacturers feared, 
would be an even steeper hill 
to climb. 
A prospective CB buyer can 
find slashed prices on radios 
that can’t be retrofitted, with 
some models selling for half 
the regular price. 
The radios won’t be obsolete 
in the sense that they can’t be 
used, but a CBer who buys one 
of them won’t have the 
freedom of 17 new channels. 
Most CBers, finding channels 
crowded in the lower 23, will 
want a radio with 40 channels. 
An exception to that is the 
trucker, who relies on 
channels 9 and 19. Channel 9 is 
the emergency channel and 
channel 19 is the trucking 
channel, and you don’t need a 
40-channel model to operate 
on them. Manufacturers are 
betting, if they don’t offer con­ 
version, that the truckers will 
buy out a big part of the inven­ 
tories. 
Besides retrofitting and 
price cuts, manufacturers are 
offering other deals to lure in 
customers for 23-channel un­ 
its. One manufacturer, Sharp, 
will replace each radio it sells 
from July 28 to Jan. 31 with a 
“comparable featured’’ 40- 
channel radio. The replace­ 
ment cost will be $30. 
Another company, Hadnic, 
U.S.A., will allow customers 
buying its 23-channel units to 
purchase 40-channel sets at 
half price without having to 
return the 23-channel sets 
If you want to buy a CB, you 
can go in a lot of directions to 
find a deal, but make sure you 
know what you are getting in­ 
to. If the salesman says that 
there is a retrofit or replace­ 
ment offer being made by the 
manufacturer, get it in 
writing 
The companies with the 
offers should be giving out 
certificates guaranteeing it. 


And if the certificate has to 
be mailed to the manufac­ 
turer for the retrofit or 
r e p la c e m e n t, 
make a 
photostatted copy of it just in 
case your radio is lost in the 
expected shuffle.

NAURA HAYDEN: a nod to 
nutrition. 
Melody 
man 
lured to 
lyrics 


HOLLYWOOD - (NEA) - 
Arthur Schwartz is one of our 
all-time great composers, 
whose melodies have enriched 
our lives. So it’s nice to be 
able to report that he’s 
writing agin. 
Schwartz says he’s now 
working on a show which, if it 
ge ts produced, will be his first 
musical since 1963. It’s a 
musical version of Charles 
D ickens “ Nicholas Nick- 
elby,” 
Schwartz says that, for the 
first time in his long and 
honorable career, he’s writing 
his own lyrics. 
“ Lyric writing is the 
hardest of all,” he says. 
And, to prove his point, he 
cites the case of Oscar 
Hammerstein, who slaved for 
three weeks over the words to 
“Oh, What a Beautiful Mor­ 
ning.” Then he gave them to 
Richard Rodgers, who put the 
lyrics on his piano, sat down 
and immediately, then and 
there, composed the melody. 
Schwartz has something 
else new going for him, too. 
He has a new RCA album out, 
“From the Pen of Arthur 
Schwartz,’’ on which he sings 
his own songs. 
He says the album grew out 
of a TV special he did in Lon­ 
don about George Gershwin. 
He sang on th a t, and 
afterwards was approached to 
do this album. 
“I doubt that it means a new 
career for me,” he says, but it 
is a delightful collection. 
He Uves in London, and has 
done so for 22 years. But, as 
chairman of ASCAP’s finance 
committee, he has made a 
trip to the U.S. every month 
but four in those 22 years. 
Schwartz says he likes some 
of the contemporary music, 
but some he doesn’t like. He 
says that one problem with 
today’s songs are that, in 75 
per cent of the cases, the per­ 
former records his own com­ 
positions. 
“That's natural,’’ he says, 
“because they make more 
money that way. But the truth 
is that many of them may be 
fine performers, but they just 
aren’t good songwriters.” 


Naura Hayden is one of 
those actresses with a very 
active outside interest. In her 
case, it’s nutrition, and health 
in general. 
She has written a book — 
with the catchy title of 
“ Everything You Always 
Wanted to Know About 
Energy . . . But Were Too 
Weak To Ask” — which in­ 
cludes her theories on how to 
take care of yourself 
She’s a good advertisement 
for her ideas — tall, lovely, 
red-headed and bursting with 
vitality. She says it wasn’t 
always thus. 
“I was doing a guest shot on 
Bonanza,” Naura says. “I had 
been smoking too much, 
drinking too much coffee, 
eating too much sugar. I vir­ 
tually collapsed on the set. I 
went back home and resolved 
to take care of myself ” 
She says that actors, whose 
faces and bodies are their for­ 
tunes, probably take better 
care of themselves than do 
other segments of society. 
“But there’s still an awful 
lot of closet drinking and 
closet eating going on here,” 
she says. 
Naura lives in New York 
now, out of preference for that 
city. She acts, records and 
produces, but she says she 
still has one unfulfilled ambi­ 
tion — “ I want to be a 
superstar millionaire,” she 
says. 
If good health can do it, 
she'll do it.

WASHINGTON - Eugene McCarthy, 
the former senator from Minnesota and 
champion of liberal causes, who is runn­ 
ing for president as an independent, has 
copied one o' Richard Nixon’s old tax 
avoidance schemes. 
Nixon first produced his vice presiden­ 
tial papers at the taxpayers’ expense and 
then deeded one-third 
of them back to the 
taxpayers in return for 
a $576,000 tax deduc­ 
tio n . 
He 
a ls o 
restricted access to 
the papers, so the 
A m erican 
people 
couldn’t inspect their 
$576,000 gift. 
The law permitting 
a tax deduction for 
p e rso n a l 
p a p e rs, 
meanwhile, expired on 
July 25. 1969. Unhappi­ 
ly, Nixon didn’t com­ 
plete the transaction 
before the deadline. 
But an aide backdated 
the deed so Nixon 
could claim the tax savings. The Internal 
Revenue Service belatedly levied a 
$465,000 tax assessment against him. 
We have now obtained a confidential 
IRS report, dated Sept. 21,1976, detailing 
the results of a similar investigation of 
McCarthy. The quixotic, erstwhile 
senator and his wife Abigail created a 
foundation, called the “ McCarthy 
Historical Project.” 
McCarthy then donated compaign 
papers from his 1968 presidential cam­ 
paign to his own foundation. For this, he 
claimed a $33,364.59 tax deduction in 
1969, and another “charitable contribu­ 
tion carryover deduction” of $60,834.53 in 
1970. 
There are some significant differences 
between the Nixon and McCarthy cases 
McCarthy donated his campaign papers 
on July 1, 1969 — 25 days before the 
deadline. There was no backdated deed. 
The IRS is questioning, however, 
whether the donated materials were 
financed with campaign contributions, 
rather than his personal money. Under 
the law, he could not take a tax deduction 
for a gift that his campaign contributors 
paid for. 
The IRS is also tying to determine, ac­ 
cording to the confidential report, 
whether McCarthy reported “sufficient” 
information about the huge deduction on 
his 1969 tax returns. 
The IRS investigation states that Mc- 
C arth y d ecid ed a fte r the 1968 
Democratic convention to donate his 
campaign materials for posterity. His 
Washington headquarters sent telegrams 
to every local cam paign office, 
requesting all “campaign materials.” 
This included internal memos, letters, 
p ress clip p in g s, reco rd in g s and 
photographs 


Abigail M cCarthy, who is now 
separated from her husband, recruited 
volunteers to gather the materials. She 
explained to us that they originally in­ 
tended to donate the papers to the Min­ 
nesota Historical Society. But they 
changed their minds and formed the 
Women’s Education Committee. The 
name was later changed to the McCarthy 
Historical Project. 
Mrs. McCarthy became the national 
coordinator and worited 40 hours a week 
on the project. The IRS report adds this 
information: 
“ While the gift to the McCarthy 
Historical Project in 1969 consisted 
primarily of surplus political campaign 
materials, it also consisted in part of 
materials that appear to have been 
collected during (McCarthy’s) career in 
the senate, as well as manuscripts of 
books and articles prepared by him prior 
to his entry into presidential politics ” 


The IRS document reports that Mc­ 
Carthy’s questionable 1969 returns were 
prepared by an IRS employe who is now 
deceased. Adds the document: Mc­ 
Carthy’s attorney “has indicated to the 
Service that only $152,170 was claimed as 
a charitable contribution deduction on 
the 1969 return by (McCarthy) at the 
suggestion of the Service employe. The 
employe allegedly told (McCarthy) that 
he could not use a larger deduction in 
later years and that he should not be 
greedy.” 
According to the document, McCarthy 
didn't deduct the full $152,170 in 1969 and 
1970 
His tax expert, Dennis Bedell, spoke 
for him. Bedell admitted that the IRS is 
still investigating McCarthy’s campaign 
papers deduction. “They are pursuing 
weird and wild theories,” he said. He in­ 
sisted that McCarthy has done nothing 
wrong and his tax returns are clean. The 
controversial papers, he added, have 
been turned over to Georgetown Univer­ 
sity. 
WATCH ON WASTE — Represen­ 
tatives from 40 counties gathered in 
California this month to attend a 
meeting of the International Cotton Ad­ 
visory Committee. Because it was an in­ 
ternational event, the State Department 
was supposed to pick up the bills. 
The department figured it could hold 
down the cost to $12,000 by scheduling 
the conference in Washington. But the 
Agriculture Department’s represen­ 
tative, Kenneth Frick, insisted on 
holding the meeting in his home state of 
California. Our sources say he has 
political ambitions and wanted to stage 
the event close to home where it would 
do him the mast political good. 
The State Department objected to the 
California site because it would cost an 
extra $50,000. But Frick was insistent. 
The State Department finally consented 
after he arranged for the Agriculture 
Departm ent to pay the additional 
$50,000 
Footnote: Frick told us that it was es- 
sential to get the meeting out of 
Washington for the sake of “ market 
development.”

There have been occasions when I have 
received telephone calls from solicitors 
who have been trained, obviously, to say 
things in response to what the person 
who wrote their spiel expects will be said 
By asking questions myself, or 
otherwise responding in a way that 
wasn't expected, I have on occasion 
driven the solicitors to distraction.

Riles, the state’s top educator, is the 
reduction of the student-adult ratio in the 
classroom. The goal is one teacher, clas­ 
sroom aide or parent for each 10 stu­ 
d e n ts . 
R i l e s ’ 
philosophy is that if 
we get that kind of 
physical assistance 
plus the dollars that 
the ECE program br­ 
ings, we can make in­ 
roads into the thorny 
problems of math and 
reading at an earlier 
age 
th an 
would 
otherwise be possible. 
This is so important 
in the eyes of the state 
that the response of 
parents and the com­ 
munity generally is 
one of the ways the 
district's performance 
is evaluated. 
Compliance is not an easy goal to 
achieve. There have been problems in 
getting parents out at Los Padres School 
in the recent past, similar problems at 
El Camino and if that trend is any indica­ 
tion, probably problems in this respect at 
Fillmore School also. 
Fillmore is the 
third and last school to come into the 
program 
It’s quite simply that parents find it 
difficult to commit themselves to par­ 
ticipating 
The schools have had to work overtime 
to motivate the parents, even to going 
into the homes to spread the message of 
ECE need. 
There is also some 
resistance to the program at the teacher 
level, mainly because of the extra paper 
work that, in the eyes of some, is the 
straw that breaks the camel’s back. 


Some of all this was reflected the other 
night when the school board designated 
La Canada School the next in line for the 
state’s ECE funds. 
Trustee Jack 
Helman said he was concerned that the 
action of the board and the language of 
the ECE resolution might be forcing the 
program on a reluctant community. He 
may have been thinking of a year ago 
when parents wrung from the board a 
concession, “not to ram anything down 
anybody's throat against their wishes.” 
A short time later, parents attending a 
PTA and community meeting at Los 
Berros voted against the program. TTie 
rejection came despite eloquent appeals 


by the district’s advisory committee for 
ECE, and assurances by district ad­ 
ministration that the program was 
needed and feasible. 
School Supt Clarence Bloom made it 
clear where his sentiments lie. 
He 
deplored the loss of some $37,000 in ECE 
funds when the program was rejected at 
Los Berros. “If we become obstinate,” 
he said Tuesday, “and put our heads in 
the sand, the money will go somewhere 
else " 
Earlier he told the school board that 
more and more state aide money was 
being tagged for categorical programs 
and if the district wasn’t careful vital 
funds would be lost. 
The board agreed with Bloom and ap­ 
proved going forward with the program 
It is ironic that a program that most 
everyone has praised, both in and out of 
the schools, should run into such dif­ 
ficulties 
If I read correctly, however, 
the Los Berros experience will not be 
repeated at La Canada, if and when the 
funds come through 


When school trustee Richard K. Jaco­ 
by believes in something or somebody, 
he’s not afraid to make that preference 
known. Tuesday, he called everyone’s 
attention to the concert performance of 
musician Wayne Asbury. 
Asbury is a 
music teacher in the district. 
"It’s 
worth going to see, even if you have to 
travel 25 miles and cancel golf for the 
afternoon," Jacoby said, referring to the 
performances.

Washington calling

Sounds 
like Carter 
STOCKHOLM - After 44 years of 
Social Democratic rule Sweden has a 
new government, a phenomenon that has 
astonished most Swedes, many of whom 
can hardly rem ember when the 
Socialists were not in power. 
While it promises to be a difficult 
balancing act, a coalition of the Center, 
Liberal and Conser­ 
vative parties, there is 
at the start a great 
deal of optimism. 
In his initial policy 
s t a t e m e n t to the 
p a r l i a m e n t , new 
P r i m e 
M in i s te r 
Thorbjorn Falldin 
sounded at times like 
Jimmy Carter. He 
spoke of the need to 
decentralize govern­ 
ment and curb the 
growth of the ever- 
expanding 
bureaucracy in the 
c a p ita l. 
A sheep 
farmer from northern 
Sweden, Falldin has 
something of the simple — critics would 
say the oversimplified — approach of the 
peanut farmer from Georgia. 
But aside from this the Falldin 
declaration would startle the most 
liberal of liberals in the United States. 
He promised to carry on and even 
enlarge the welfare measures of the 
Social-Democrats. For example, he said 
his government would guarantee 
employment to “ all young persons, 
trainee jobs, training or further 
education.” The reform of working life 
and the “ deepening of industrial 
democracy” was one of his pledges. 
There are, however, serious obstacles 
in the way of success before the next 
election in 1979 I talked with several of 
Falldin’s cabinet ministers who were 
frank to say that Sweden, which must ex­ 
port to live, had been borrowing abroad 
to support a wage standard that had 
pushed export prices to a point where 
they were no longer so competitive in 
world markets. 
Consumption at home had to be cut 
back and this might be done by increas­ 
ing the sales tax although at the same 
time direct taxes on lower and middle in­ 
comes might be reduced. 
High prices were a factor in the elec­ 
tion that brought the coalition to power. 
While the rate of inflation has been drop­ 
ping from the 10 or 11 per cent prevail­ 
ing earlier to end the year at 8 per cent, 
everyone talks about prices. A housewife 
complains about paying $14 for one cod 
fish Gasoline is $1.80 a gallon and the 
new government may raise the price 
with an added tax. 
Where the coalition treads a slippery 
path is on nuclear power. In almost 
every speech he made in the last two 
weeks of the campaign, Falldin attacked 
the program that had enlisted the sup­ 
port of the conservatives in the parlia­ 
ment. 
Sweden today has five nuclear power 
plants in operation with eight more to 
come in by 1985, which would make this 
country the largest per capita user of 
power from the atom. 
In the weeks of negotiation leading up 
to the formation of the government, 
Falldin agreed to a compromise with his 
liberal and conservative partners. Under 
this compromise the newest reactor, 
Barsabaeck-2, completed except for 
enriched uranium fuel, would go into 
operation if a parliamentary commission 
is convinced beyond any doubt of its 
safety. 
The prime minister laid down two 
other conditions related to phasing out 
the program Disposal of nuclear wastes 
must be carried out in a way leaving no 
question of their jeopardizing either land 
or sea and the reprocessing process 
must also be guaranteed against danger. 
These are issues that have not been 
satisfactorily resolved elsewhere In the 
opinion of this observer if Falldin holds 
firm on these condition he will halt what 
he has called the “march into a nuclear 
society.” 
As a substitute for a nuclear program 
that would eventually supply more than 
30 per cent of the country’s energy, the 
coalition will push a series of conserva­ 
tion measures including subsidies for in­ 
sulating dwellings. Research will be 
pushed into solar and thermal sources of 
energy and the use of massive windmills 
This is vital to a nation importing all 
its oil and without the luck of neighbor­ 
ing Norway with its large offshore 
deposits soon to come in. 
Elected and re-elected again and 
again, the Social Democrats, while 
declining in numbers in the past decade, 
seemed to satisfy the needs of a welfare 
state in which 90 per cent of production is 
private enterprise 
But when the labor unions, the core of 
Social Democratic strength, embraced a 
plan that would have nationalized the 
means of production under union control, 
the voters drew back. They had not 
bargained for that degree of Socialism.
